Officials with the TSA and Department 
of Homeland Security did not immediately 
respond to requests for comment. A Chicago 
Department of Aviation spokesman said TSA 
would provide a more detailed plan. 

It remains to be seen whether the new 
staffers can make a dent in the hourslong wait 
times at some airports that have forced air- 
lines to hold planes at their gates while more 
passengers clear security O’Hare officials are 
advising passengers to arrive three hours be- 
fore their flights.

TSA officials announced this week that it 
will hire almost 800 new officers for airports 
nationwide this month and put up more fund- 
ing for part-time workers and overtime. Con- 
gress authorizedthe agency to shift S34miUion 
to pay for additional officers. About $26 mil- 
lion will go toward additional hours for front- 
line officers, including more overtime and 
part-time officers, while S8 million will be 
used to hire 768 officers this month instead of 
in September as planned. 

But the union that represents those work- 
ers contends that is nowhere near enough 
staffing. To address the issue, union leaders 
say around 6,000 more full-time agents are 
needed, particularly in time for the busy sum- 
mer season, when many airlines are anticipat- 
ing record numbers of fliers.

During the same 
period, passenger volume has risen 15 percent, 
to 740 million from 643 million, according to 
the American Federation of Government 
Employees, which represents TSA officers. 

The problem also hurts airline operations, 
as airlines risk flying out with half-empty 
planes if lines are too long. Airlines some- 
times pull people to the front of the line if 
their flight is leaving soon, or face the tough 
choice of delaying a flight and causing a cas- 
cade of late arrivals throughout the country 

The problems are spurring ramped-up po- 
litical pressure from Illinois lawmakers. 

Durbin said he urged Homeland Security 
Secretary Jeh Johnson to improve enrollment 
in TSA PreCheck, an expedited screening 
program.

Roomi wants to help you 
find your next roommate

A startup expanding to the Chicago market 
wants to build a better way for apartment- 
and home-seekers to find potential room- 
mates. 

Roomi, a free mobile app and online 
service, lets users view each other’s profiles— 
which include information on TV viewing 
and social preferences— and then send each 
another messages. 

The goal is for people to better gauge com- 
patibility than they could using a traditional 
“roommate wanted” posting, said founder 
and CEO Ajay Yadav Each posting is vetted 
by a Roomi employee, he said. 

“You want to know who these people are, 
their preferences. If you love yoga, or maybe 
biking, then you can make a much more 
informed decision,” said Yadav, 28. 

Chicago is the 14th market 
for the New York-based start- 
up, which said it has matched 
50,000 roommates. 

Roomi launched in June and 
has received about $2 million in 
funding from investors includ- 
ing Great Oaks Venture Capital 
in New York and DCM and 
AngelList in California. 

Yadav said he started Roomi 
while sleeping on his friends’ 
couch for more than a year 
while he struggled to find a 
place to five. 

“I was having a hard time 
finding safe, affordable shared 
housing,” he said. 

Now, he says, the company has 18 employ- 
ees. 

Roomi isn’t alone as a tech company trying 
to put more personafity into the room-for- 
rent market. 

London-based Easy Roommate, a 17-year- 
old site that operates in 25 countries, has 
about 1,544 active profiles in Chicago. Post- 
ing is free, but at least one of the parties— ei- 
ther the room poster or the person seeking 
a room— needs to be a paid member. That

costs $24,90 for 30 days. 

Another service that’s in the works is 
called Bedvetter. The New York-based web- 
site and app is specifically for people wanting 
to start a lease together; it’s planned to roll 
out in the next six to eight weeks. 

Bedvetter is from the found- 
ers of OUie, a service that offers 
furnished micro-studio and 
shared apartments. Bedvetter is 
an offshoot of the process OUie 
had been using to match room- 
mates for its shared Millennial- 
oriented suites. "With Bedvet- 
ter’s launch, that system wUl be 
available for users nationaUy 
By the end of the year, Ol- 
lie itself wUl likely announce 
plans to expand to Chicago, 
co-founder Chris Bledsoe said, 
with an eye on a late 2018 or 
early 2019 debut. 

Shared economy pioneers 
such as Uber and Airbnb have broadened ac- 
ceptance of interacting more with strangers, 
Roomi’s Yadav said, and MUlennials are more 
open to living with strangers to save money 
and to share experiences. 

“tMUlennials would] rather take a vacation 
or travel the world and learn something new 
rather than getting an expensive apartment,” 
he said. “It’s more about community You 
want to spend time together; go to yoga 
classes together. All these things are happen- 
ing now more and more.”

And 49 is a number that until recently 
hadn’t done much for Chicago sports fans. 

Consider the fact that until Arrieta and 
Sale burst on the scene, the best professional 
athlete to ever wear No . 49 was — wait for 
it — Carlos Marmol. As in much-mahgned, 
don’t-let-the-door-hit-you-on-the-way-out 
former Cubs closer Carlos Marmol. He did at 
least record 117 saves while wearing the num- 
ber, good for third all-time in Cubs history 
Before him, Frank Castillo posted a 47-62 
record in seven years wearing No. 49 on the 
North Side. 

As for Sale, he didn’t have to do much to 
become the best player to wear No. 49 on 
the South Side. Prior to him, only pitcher 
Richard Dotson (34-33 from 1979-82) had 
done much of anything wearing what is now 


Sale’s number, and Dotson’s best season with 
the Sox came during the 1983 “Winning Ugly: 
season (22-7, 3.23 ERA) after he switched 
to No. 34 and the team won the American 
League West title. 

The number’s history is even bleaker in 
Chicago outside of baseball. 

No Bulls player has ever worn the number, 
while the most prominent Blackhawks to 
wear it are the likes of goaltenders Jimmy 
Waite and Michael Leighton. As for the 
Bears, the best player to ever wear No. 49 has 
to be former defensive back David Tate, who 
notched seven interceptions and 238 tackles 
for the Bears in five seasons. 

Linebacker Sam Acho wears it now for the 
Bears, and if Arrieta and Sale’s recent success 
is any indication, he’s in for a monster 2016.

Ex-Bears rule ‘Empire’ for a day

Nathan Palmer has lived one dream as an 
NFL wide receiver, but he’ll get to live out 
another one on the hit drama “Empire” on 
Wednesday 

Palmer and defensive tackle Bruce Gaston, 
both of whom were waived by the Bears on 
Monday and Giants tight end and Naperville 
native Matt LaCosse shot scenes in March 
and were scheduled to make cameos during 
the show’s Season 2 finale. 

All three share an agent who helped them 
get on the show, which is shot in Chicago, but 
making an appearance on “Empire” probably 
means a little bit more to Palmer, who’s try- 
ing to launch a side career as a singer and has 
produced several music videos. 

“1 have not missed an episode. Every 
Wednesday It’s a good show,” Palmer said. 
“The music industry is something that has 
always intrigued me being a professional ath- 
lete, just to see a show do so well with so many 
great actors. It’s definitely not something you 
want to pass up given the opportunity to be a 
part of it.” 

Palmer goes by the stage name NaPalm, and 
some of his R&B stylings reference a “player” 
of a different type, such as “Cassanova” off his 
most recent album, “Life As A Bachelor.” “Ill 
Letter” and ‘Mn’t That Something” play on 
love-lost themes. 

Scenes from several of Palmer’s videos were 
shot in Chicago. 

“That experience alone is time-consuming 
and takes a lot of planning, so to be able to sit 
there [on the ‘Empire’ set] and see all things 
that they did for that TV show was definitely 
something that was a proud moment in my 
life,” he said.

Global sounds will be in spotlight 
at 10th annual Hyde Park Jazz test

Ten years ago, a group of Hyde Park cultural 
activists led by James Wagner realized a dream 
long in the making: They created a jazz festi- 
val unlike any other that attracted throngs 
to the historic neighborhood. For hours on 
end, hsteners could stroll from one landmark 
venue to the next to hear some of the world’s 
greatest jazz musicians. For free. 

Even Wagner, who died in 2009, might have 
marveled at how far the festival has come, the 
event having evolved into a showcase for some 
of the most innovative currents in music. 

This year’s festival will unfold Sept. 24-25. 

‘We wanted to make the festival bigger than 
the neighborhood and have a global narrative,” 
said festival executive and artistic director Kate 
Dumbleton, in explaining the international 
thrust of much of this year’s programming. 

“Just thinking about the world today and 
the kind of xenophobia and enclosed-ness 
that is around” inspired the global perspec- 
tive, Dumbleton added.

Miguel Zenon and the Spektral Quartet. 

Alto saxophonist Zenon has been commis- 
sioned to create a new work he’ll perform with 
the genre-defying, Chicago-based Spektral 
Quartet. The suite will explore music from ru- 
ral regions of Puerto Rico, giving the festival a 
potentially significant world premiere. 

Randy Weston. The towering 90-year-old 
pianist remains at the forefront of interweav- 
ing musical practices of Africa with contem- 
porary jazz improvisation and composition. 

Amir ElSaffar Two Rivers Ensemble. 
Trumpeter-vocalist ElSaffar, a former Chica- 
goan, released one of the best jazz albums of 
2015: “Crisis.” Mixing the modes, scales and 
rhythms of his Iraqi heritage with the spirit 
of jazz improvisation, ElSaffar and his Two 
Rivers Ensemble conjured an extraordinary 
range of color and texture. 

Matana Roberts. As much storyteller as sax- 
ophonist-bandleader, Roberts grew up on the 
South Side. She’ll perform solo. 

Tom Harrell. Harrell thrives as a profoundly 
lyrical trumpeter, masterful composer and 
nimble arranger in a variety of jazz languages.
